Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim objections have been obviated by the amendments made to claims 1 and 

2. 

The primary reason for allowing the claims is the limitation to a kenaf fiber- 
reinforced composition wherein a moisture content of the kenaf fiber is not more than 
4% by mass based on the mass of the kenaf fiber. The closest prior art is represented 
by the Japanese patent documents cited in the previous Office action, each of which is 
silent as to moisture content of kenaf fibers in a biodegradable composition. Mohanty et 
al is cited herewith as evidence that natural fibers such as kneaf are known to be 
hydrophilic in nature, with moisture contents typically ranging between 8 and 13 % by 
weight (per paragraph [0062]). None of the cited documents teach or in any way 
suggest controlling the moisture content of the kenaf fibers in a biodegradable resin 
composition to not more than 4 % by mass, as required by the present claims. 

Accordingly, claims 1-18 are deemed to define allowable subject matter and 
passed to issue.
